--In accordance with an aspect of the invention, a new 
class of switched line phase shifter configurations using 
RF MEM switches is provided. FIG. 4A illustrates a 
schematic of a 1 bit, hybrid switched line phase shift 
section 100, or "unit cell." Like conventional PIN diode 
and FET switched phase shifters, the phase shifter is 
realized by switching in different lengths of transmission 
lines (FIG. 4) . Unlike PIN diode and FET switches, DC bias 
used to actuate the metal -metal RF MEMS switches is not 
coupled to the RF transmission line. This embodiment of 
the unit cell is fabricated on a low-loss substrate 102, 
e.g. alumina. A conductor pattern is fabricated on the top
